Ollier r ol  Health  lor  the  war  1956. 

Dr.  i \.  \\  . Reid  resigned  Irom  the  position  ol  Medical  Oil,  rr  ol 
Health  and  left  in  September  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  the  W est 
Riding  of  Yorkshire;  ! succeeded  him  at  the  end  of  October  and  thus 
I was  in  office  for  little  more  than  two  months  ol  the  year  covered  by 
this  Report. 

The  principal  \ital  statistics  show  no  significant  changes  from  1955. 
The  population  ol  the  Borough  decreased  b\  30  Irom  29,170  to  29,140 
although  the  natural  increase,  excess  ol  births  oxer  deaths,  was  264. 
The  Birth  Rate  21.41  was  slightlx-  higher  than  in  1955  and  the 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  (i.e.  corrected  for  age  structure  of  the  popula- 
tion) was  19.48  and  well  above  the  figure  of  15.7  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  Death  Rate  12.35  was  slightly  higher  than  in  1955.  The  Still  Birth 
Rate  shows  an  increase  from  20.54  to  28.04  but  this  represents  an 
actual  increase  ol  only  five  still  births  during  the  rear;  the  rate  is  now 
above  the  figure  ol  23.0  lor  England  and  Wales.  During  the  tear  there 
were  lour  less  inlant  deaths  than  in  1955  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
was  reduced  Irom  37.10  to  30.45;  this  figure,  however,  is  still  sub- 
stantially alioxe  that  ol  23.8  for  England  and  Whiles.  Of  the  19  infant 
deaths,  14  occurred  in  the  first  lour  weeks  ol  file;  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  principal  cause  of  infant  deaths  this  year  was  Congenital  Delormitx 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  a substantial  reduction  in  infant  deaths  due 
to  infection. 

I lie  incidence,  prevention  and  control  ol  inleetious  diseases  is  lullx 
dealt  with  in  Section  F. 

I he  shortage  of  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors  gives  cause  lor 
considerable  anxiety  . Housing  Inspection  continues  to  occupx  a large 
amount  ol  the  Inspectors’  time  and  the  neeessarv  and  time-consuming 
work  connected  with  Slum  ( learance  will  continue  lor  several  years  to 
1 nine . In  addition,  the  staff  ol  the  Health  Department  haw  main  other 


essential  and  statutory  duties  to  perlorm,  and  recent  legislation  in  con- 
nection with  Clean  hood  and  Clean  Air  has  placed  additional  burdens 
on  the  Department.  Advertisements  lor  an  additional  inspector  have 
failed  to  attract  any  applicants;  unless  this  additional  stall  is  recruited  it 
will  be  difficult  both  to  maintain  the  vital  services  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  at  the  same  time,  deal  at  an  adequate  pace  with  Slum  Clear- 
ance which  remains  such  a pressing  problem  in  the  Borough. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  Chairmen,  Members  of  ihe 
Council,  other  Chiel  Officials,  and  my  Staff  in  the  Health  Department.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Borough  of  J arrow  is  roughh  rectangular  in  shape.  The  East 
and  W est  boundaries  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields  County 
Borough  ami  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the  Newcastle/ 
Sunderland  Railway  line  delineates  Jarrow  from  Boldon  Urban  District. 

The  River  Tyne  forms  the  northern  boundary.  This  water-front  is 
about  2 miles  long  and  contains  a large'  steel  works,  ship  building  and 
repair  yards  and  an  oil  wharf.  The  eastern  end  is  formed  bv  the  Jarrow 
Slake  where  timber  yards  occupy  150  acres.  A vehicular  ferry  and 
pedestrian  tunnei  link  Jarrow  with  Wallsend.  Future  development 
envisages  a large  vehicular  tunnel  linking  Durham  County  with  North- 
umberland, near  this  pedestrian  tunnel. 

I he  houses  adjoining  the  riverside  works  are  sub-standard  and  are 
being  considered  for  slum  clearance.  Because  of  shortage  of  land  for 
re-housing  in  the  Borough,  much  of  this  area  will  need  to  be  cleared  and 
re-developed. 

I he  houses  in  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  Borough  have  been 
built  in  this  Century.  The  population  density  and  house  density  of  this 
area  is  approximately  about  half  that  of  the  northern  third  of  the 
Borough.

Sir, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  1 present  my  report  ol  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Department  during  the  past  year 

It  may  be  the  last  time  1 shall  have  to  do  this  and  as  1 look  back 
over  thirty-seven  years  work  in  the  Department,  1 can  see  the  threat  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  lor  the  well-being  and  health  of  the  inhabitants 
ol  tin  Borough. 

1 hr  outstanding  features  have  been  the  demolition  ol  so  mam  old 
and  insanitary  dwelling  houses  (including  nine  common  lodging  houses) 
and  the  rehousing  ol  the  occupants  on  New  Estates.  1 lie  conversion  ot 
ash  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  was  also  a public  health  measure 
of  great  importance.  The  present  satisfactory  standard  of  the  milk 
supply  has  been  largely  brought  about  by  the  endeavours  in  former 
years,  and  during  the  period  ol  the  war  all  slaughtering  in  private 
slaughter-houses  ceased. 

Housing  Inspection  still  takes  a large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the 
Inspectors  and  this  will  not  diminish  for  some  years  to  come.  U nder  the 
(.'lean  Air  Act  of  1956,  a large  amount  of  inspection  work  will  be  required 
so  that  this  important  work  may  be  carried  out. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  another  additional  Inspector  has  not  been 
appointed  because  some  sections  ol  our  work  are  not  getting  the  full 
attention  needed.  1 feel  that  this  is  so  in  relation  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955  where  persons  have  been  slow  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  ol  the  Regulations. 

The  results  of  our  work  are  detailed  in  the  various  sections  ol  my 
report. 

It  is  ol  interest  to  record  that  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (C  hange  ot 
Designation)  Act  1956,  came  into  force  on  2nd  August  1956,  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  now  named  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


Ilif  total  number  ol  mleetious  discuses  noli  lied  during  195(S  was 
substunliulK  ilif  sume  ,is  in  1955  with  ;in  increuse  ol  4 I rum  828  to  832. 
1 I HTt  was,  however,  u considerable  change  in  the  incidence  ol  the 
various  diseases  and  the  substantial  decrease  in  Measles  ol  193  was 
more  than  outweighed  in  the  increases  in  other  diseases,  in  particular 
Dvsenterv  ( - 74  , \\  hooping  Coup'll  (+  59)  and  Pneumonia  ( 37). 

Xt'wt  ases  ol  Respiratory  l ubereulosis  dete<4ed  increased  Irom  49  to  (Sfb 

Pneumonia. 

98  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  ol  37  over  1955.  It  is  ol  interest 
to  note  that  this  increased  incidence  occurred  almost  entirely  in  the 
25  85  age  group  which  showed  an  increase  of  35  during  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

It  is  unlorUmate  to  have  to  record  yet  another  increase  in  notifica- 
tions this  year,  fasrs  notified  amount  to  187,  an  increase  of  74.  More 
than  hall  ol  the  cases  occurred  in  February  and  March  and  thereafter 
notifications  gradually  decreased  to  1 in  December.  There  seems  no 
doubt  that  Sonne  Dvsenterv  is  endemic  throughout  Tyneside  and  it  is 
likely  that  the  apparently  increased  incidence  is  in  some  measure  due  to 
an  increased  awareness  ol  the  problem;  thus,  more  use  is  made  of  the 
improved  diagnostic  lacilities  and  as  a result  more  cases  are  notified, 
idle  symptoms  are  usually  mild  and  often  insignificant  ; as  a result,  many 
unsuspected  cases  may  unwittingly  spread  the  disease.  Unfortunately, 
a significant  proportion  ol  convalescent  patients,  despite  treatment,  con- 
tinue to  harbour  the  ollending  perms  lor  a considerable  time  and  thus 
remain  a potential  source  of  danger.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised 
that  strict  attention  to  personal  hygiene  is  ol  paramount  importance  in 
uniting  the  spread  ol  this  troublesome  disease.  In  this  connection,  it  is 
disturbing  to  note  that  more  than  hall  ol  the  cases  occurred  in  the  new 
housing  estate  at  Simonside. 

Erysipelas. 

No  less  than  17  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  occurring1 
mostly  in  the  middle-aged  and  elderly. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

13  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  il  is  a matter  of  some 
concern  that,  for  the  most  part,  these  occurred  in  a local  maternity 
hospital.  In  December,  whilst  attending  a Committee  Meeting  in  this 
hospital,  it  came  to  my  notice  that  there-  were  no  less  than  five  eases  ot 
puerperal  pyrexia  in  the  wards,  not  one  ol  which  had  been  notified.  1 
was  obliged  to  demand  the  instant  closure  of  the  hospital  and  ordered 
certain  investigations  and  other  measures  to  be  carried  out  immediately. 
Mv  action  brought  forth  some  comment  Irom  the  local  hospital  manage- 
ment committee  and  also  from  the  Medical  Advisor}  Committee.  Corres- 
pondence has  ensued  in  which  1 have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
present  theoretical  system  of  calling  on  an  ‘ad  hoc  control  of  infection 
committee’  to  deal  with  such  an  eventually,  leaves  much  to  be  desired, 
anil  I have  urged  that  the  management  committee  should  appoint  a 
responsible  medical  officer  with  executive  power,  to  take  immediate 
action  as  required,  in  liaison  with  the  medical  officer  ol  health. 

Food  Poisoning. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  only  1 case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  showed  a substantial  increase  to  261  during  the  year. 
In  this  connection  it  is  a matter  of  regret  that  the  County  Health  Com- 
mittee have  not  been  advised  to  approve  the  use  ol  Whooping  Cough 
vaccine,  nor  of  the  combined  Diphtheria-Whooping  Cough  vaccine. 
Although  this  valuable  protective  agent  is  not  available  at  our  clinics, 
an  increasing  number  ol  mothers  take  their  children  to  their  family 
doctors,  most  of  whom  believe  in  providing  this  useful  service  in  preven- 
tive medicine.  It  is  worth  noting  that,  according  to  the  latest  available 
figures  for  Kngland  and  Wales  there  were,  during  the  first  nine  months 
of  the  year,  more  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  than  from  Poliomyelitis. 

Measles, 

Most  of  the  133  cases  notified  during  the  year  occurred  in  Decem- 
ber. This  is  rather  less  than  half  the  number  notified  last  year  when 
the  peak  months  were  April  and  May. 
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Tuberculosis. 

(;i)  Respiratory.  (3(4  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  eear,  an 
increase  ol  17  over  llie  eases  notified  in  1955.  ll  is  worth  noting  that  ot 
the  40  male  cases  spread  over  a wide  age  range,  most  occurred  in  the 
4 5 - (3 5 age  group,  whereas  ol  the  26  lemales  notified  all  but  / occurred  in 
the  15-35  age  group,  and  indeed  no  new  lemale  cases  were  notified  over 
the  age  ol  45.  More  than  hall  ol  the  new  malt*  cases  occurred  in  men 
aged  over  45.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  significant  incidence  in 
eidetic  men  mas,  in  some  measure,  be  related  to  excessive  smoking  of 
cigarettes.

The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1928 — 1938. 

There  has  beer,  no  ease  ol  Toot  and  Mouth  Disease  reported  in  the 
Borough  during  the  vear. 

\ circular  letter  was  received  from  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  calling  attention  to  the  recommendations  made  in  a 
Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in 
relation  to  the  Signposting  of  roads  into  Infected  Areas. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Police  and  Durham  County  Coun- 
cil lor  this  to  be  done  w hen  necessary'.

A letter  was  received  Irom  the  Divisional  V’eterinarv  Officer,  Dur- 
ham, stating-  that  'owing  to  the  large  number  of  outbreaks  of  Anthrax  at 
present  in  this  county  (Durham)  it  is  considered  most  important  that  the 
notice  ol  stock  owners  and  persons  having  carcases  of  animals  in  their 
possession  or  under  their  charge,  should  be  drawn  to  the  responsibilities 
imposed  on  them  bv  the  Anthrax  Order’. 

A letter,  calling  the  attention  to  the  provision  of  the  above  Order, 
and  enclosing-  a copy  ol  the  leaflet  ‘Anthrax — Animal  Health’ — Leaflet 
No.  30 — was  sent  to  each  of  the  Stock  Owners  in  the  Borough. 

Swine  Fever  Orders  of  1938-1955.

Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Orders  1954-1955. 

Seventeen  swine  haw  been  moved  from  an  Auction  Mart  at  Mor- 
peth to  piggeries  in  the  Borough  by  licences  under  this  Order.  The 
premises  were  v isited  and  the  Record  ol  Movement  Books  checked.
